BUREAU OF CENSUS HAS JUST 


ISSUED ITS ANNUAL REPORT, 


COVERS 
ENTIRE 
COUNTRY 


Divides the Lands Into Arid, Semiarid 


and Humid — Gives Many 


. Details, 


The Bureau of the Census has just 


published a bulletin showing the con- 
dition of 
irrigation 
in the 
United 


States in 1902. 
This report was au- 


thorized by a joint resolution passed 
by tl'.e House at the first session of 
the fifty-seventh congress, and was 
prepared under the supervision of -Mr. 
LeGrand Powers, chief statistician for 
agriculture. 
by 
Mr. 
Clarence • J. 


Blanchard, now of the Geological Sur- 
vey.The statistics 
presented were ob 


•tained by 
correspondence, 
supple- 


mented by fieldwork in a few states 
and by information given by the state 
engineers and their assistants. 


The report is introduced by a short 


history showing the growth and de- 
velopment of irrigation in this coun- 
try, and the statistics are presented 
mid discussed by regions, by states, 
and by drainage basins. 


Recent Development of Irrigation. 
During the last twenty years there 


has been an awakening to the oppor- 
tunity that-, lies in the arid West for 
Hie farmer and the homenial'tr, and 
a remarkable transformation has tak- 
en place in many parts of this re- 
gion. 
Thousands of miles of canals, 


representing a vast 
expenditure of 


money and -labor, distribute water up- 
on more than 8,000,000 acres of land, 
which once was a barren desert but 
now 
is 
annually producing 
crops 


worth $100.000,000. 


The remotest parts of our 
great 


desert are being reached by railroads, 
and the introduction'of facilities for 
transportation.has been followed by a 
corresponding increase in irrigation. 
The irrigators. too, 
are 
becoming 


more experienced; 
their 
labors are 


less severe and 
their 
achievements 


are greater than those of their pre- 
decessors, because they have learned 
'how to subdue and apply the forces 
of nature through 
innumerable 
in- 


jventions. 
Problems of water stor- 


age and diversion have been worked 
out to a practical 
solution. 
Every 


available stream is now a potent force 
for good. 
The dams that hold back 


and store 
the floods also 
furnish 


abundant electric power for all pur- 
poses, and even the flow of the canals 
turns wheels that lift large quauti- 
tie's of water to fields above the level 
of gravity supply. 


With the development of irrigation 


the range supports larger herds and 
Hocks, while in'more than one valley 
the irrigation ditches have .made pos- 
sible the development of great mines. 
Populous and prosperous cities have 
risen in the desert and have attained 
commercial and' mercantile greatness. 


Irrigation Regions. 


While irrigation in all portions of 


the United States is for the same gen-' 
eral purpose, tho degree of require-1 
ment, the extent of exploitation, and 
the 
methods 
of 
application 
differ 


widely in certain more or less well- 
defined regions. 


In this report the United Slates is 


divided into the 
following regions: 


The arid region, 
comprising 
those 


states and territories 
between 
the 


western boundary of the Mississippi 
valley and the Pacific coast where ag. 
ricul.ture is dependent almost entirely 
upon the artificial application of wa- 
ter to the land; the seraiarid region, 
comprising parts of those states ly- 
ing midway between the Rocky moun- 
tains and the Mississippi river, where- 
in the rainfall is so uncertain that ir- 
rigation is necessary 
except 
during 


years of unusual 
precipitation; 
the 


rice 
producing states, 
comprising 


parts of Texas and Louisiana and cer- 
tain counties 
in the 
Carolinas and 


Georgia: and the humid states, repre- 
sented by several of the 
New Eng- 


land, Middle Atlantic, and Gulf states 
in which irrigation is practiced to a 
limited extent. 


Arid Region. 


Tho report shows that in 1902 there 


were in the arid region 91.1 per cent 
of the total number of irrigated farms, 
S9.3 per cent of the irrigated acreage, 
and S2' per cent of tile construction 
cost of the systems. 
Although irri- 


gation 
was 
carried 
on 
most ex-

Now I am not a literary man and

males, or about iwo in each 100 people. 


American cities, as a rule, .have more 


females than males. In the 1,861 cities, 
each having in 1000 at ieast ^,500 inhab- 
itants, there were 209,959 more females 
than males, and this, notwithstanding 
the many western cities which con- 
tained more males than females and the ! 
enormous number of foreign-born in i 
the country, five ninths of them rnalOj 
and a large proportion of tbern living in i 
the cities. 


While the excess of 6.929 males in 


American cities in ]S90 became an excess 
of 210,959 females in American cities in 
1000, the excess of 1.519,503 males in the 
country districts in 1S90 became an ex- 
cess of 1,840,280 males in :900. 


Notwithstanding the great excess of 


males in The total population of the 
United States there ara two periods o f j 
life at which the reported number ofj 
females is greater. One, extending from 
about S3 years of age to the end of life, 
is probably due maiuly to the longer av- 
erage life of woman; the other, from 1C 
to 23, is probably apparent rather than 
real, and due mainly to the greater num- 
ber of women who claim, erroneously, to 
belong to this age period.
